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Washing of the Surface Soil. 


Upon plowed land, where the surface is uneven, 
a surprising amount of the finest and best soil is 
carried away by every rain, and deposited upon 
the level land or in hollows below. Hon. H. T. 
Breoks, one of the corresponding editors of the 
Rural New Yorker, writing to that paper, says : 
‘I witnessed a new phase of this washing and 
impoverishing process during a heavy shower 
which overtook me the other day in the woods. 
1 was on a gentle slope that extended quite a dis- 
tance. When the rain reached its height the 
leaves and some of the leaf mould began to move, 
and in the course of their descent the waters and 
the floating materials increased in volume and 
force, till they swept every light thing before 
them. I at once saw that if this forest should 
stand ten thousand years, and draw sustenance 
from the atmosphere to grow leaves and timber 
and drop them on the surface, they would be 
carried down to fertilize other soils, or be lost in 
some watery depth.’’ His suggestions which ful- 
low, giving hints for obviating the injury caused 
by sarface washing, are of value, and we copy 
them entire : 


‘*It occurred to me that if channels should be 
eut, say at intervals of twenty or thirty rods 
along the side of the slope, so as to descend gen- 
tly and terminate in one large ditch, running up 
and down the hill, that the flow of water over the 
surface would be greatly diminished, and the 
mount of soil and fertilizing material carried off 
very much lessened. 

The larger volume of water, and the greater 
the furce of the current, the more valuable ma- 
terial is removed. By passing the water into 
channels, 80 constructed as to prevent the wash- 
ing away of their sides, and 8» near together as 
to prevent any great accumulation of water oa 
the surface, much of our hill land would be great- 
ly increased in value. Even pastures on steep 
hill-sides, not only lose the droppings of animals, 
but they are frequently furrowed and the grass 
roots often laid bare by surface washing. 

In this country we are no longer at liberty to 
waste our fertilizing elements. I[mpoverishing 
processes have proceeded quite as far us a decent 
regard to our agricultural responsibilities shoald 
permit. A very material benefis may be effected 
by cutting a channel half way dowa our hills and 
slopes which shall control whatever surface water 
may flow into it; in most cases this water could 
be conducted on to some comparatively level pas- 
ture or meadow or where it could be detained fur 
irrigating purposes. 

Frequent channels would seriously impede 
plowing and cultivation, but steep hill-sides 
should seldom or never be plowed, and on gentle 
slopes it is better to be troubled with occasionai 
open drains than to do worse. This washing of 
the surface makes about all the difference be- 
tween our sterile hill-sides and our fertile plains. 
I must not omit to add that uaderdraining by 
passing much of the water through the soil and 
thence away under the surface operates beneficial- 
ly in a very high degree. I go for underdrain- 
ing for this, if for no other reason. 





Sheep in Maine. 


Shall we continue to increase our flocks of sheep 
in Maine? is quite an important question at the 
present time. It is evident that present prices of 
wool and meat must always be maintained, but 
is it not a fact that much of the land in Maine is 
better adapted to sheep than stock raising? We 
believe that in years gone by, before the present 
high prices, it was regarded among our most 
profitable branches of industry. The great 
trouble has been a want of stability in prices. 
Wool and meat have been, heretofore, very varia- 
ble in prices, but with increased facilities of trans- 
portation we believe this extreme change in prices 
will not likely occur so frequently again. We 
well remember when men would lay out fora 
flock of sheep when prices were high, and by the 
time their flock was large as they desired, prices 
suddenly fell, and a severe loss was experienced 
by reducing their flocks at a Jow figure. 

There is an immense amount of pasturage in 
Maine where a dairy cannot thrive, for you can- 
not have a good dairy without good pastures, yet 
where sheep might range and thrive and actually 
improve the condition of pasturage. Even ata 
small profit, they do not require the attention 
necessary ina dairy. The scarcity of female la- 
bor renders it dificult for many families to man- 
age a dairy. Weare inclined to form the idea 
that the rougher pastures of our State should be 
largely devoted to the raising ot sheep, not by 
crowding large flocks together, but in separate 
pastures. The truth is, sheep raising has been 
with many much like an orchard. It has been a 
sort of incidental matter to the more important 
affuirs of crop raising. Ino the eastern part of the 

sate the cosrse wouled varieties can be raised at 
& great profit, while the more western portions 
can introduce those of a finer grade. 








Preparing Wood for Winter. 


Come, boys, hunt up the axes and sharpen them 
well on the grindstone and start four the woods in 
good seasen, to cut up the wvod before snow flies. 
Boys should have a good axe witha keen edze, 
and learn to keep it in order. It should also be 
light. Itisa great waste of energy to be com- 
pelled to swing a tool too heavy for one's strength. 
Avoid striking it into the ground and hitting a 
stone, for this will spoil a good day's work. 
Learn to strike 80 as to have one blow hit exactly 
where you struck the former one. This is the 
true secret of rapid chopping. S»me persons cut 
off every stick two or three times aa cutting it off 
once. 

If you are piling wood to stand over next sum- 
mer, be sure to turn the split side down. The 
bark will then serve as a roof to shed off the rain. 
On the other hand, if you pile it under cover, 
turn the split side up and the moisture will evap- 
orate the faster. As a general rale, clear up your 
wood lot as yon go along, though when wood is 
scarce, it may sometimes be culled out with ad- 
vantage. Trees left standing alone after a dense 
growth is cut away rarely ever stand the force of 
the winds. When wood is scarce it is better in 
case there is a mixed growth, to cut out young 
spruces and firs to a certain extent, and give a 
chance to the hard wood growth where it springs 
up thick. Bat be careful, boys, and not work 
too hard the firstday. You will be able to beat 
your father chopping when you are older. Take 
it gently the first day and you will soon get 


hardened to the work so that it will be easy to 
you. 


Notes from Hovey’s Magazine. 


The October number of the magazine of Horti- 
culture contains several valuable articles, and the 
usual amount of pomological gossip and intelli- 
gence. We gather from the number several notes 
that will interest our readers : 

Preservine Fruit. The opening article is an 
account of an extensive fruit-preserving house, 
erected at Cleveland, Ohio, by Prof. Nyce. Its 
length is 80, and its width 40 feet, two stories 
high, and is divided into several compartments. 
It secures the fullowing elements of a complete 
preserving atmosphere in great perfection, viz.: 
Coldness, dryness, purity, equality of tempera- 
ture at all times and in every part, absence of 
light and the exclusion of the great agent of de- 
composition, the oxygen of the air. Tne temper- 
ature of the room does not vary a single degree 
from 30° from April till October. In this house 
pears and grapes are kept during the fall and win- 
ter months, apples until July, lemons, oranges 
and pineapples through the summer season,canned 
fruit put up by the gallon and retailed out by 
measure, oysters, butter and eggs are also sources 
of profit, by being sold fresh during the hot sea- 
son. Such houses are only practicable in the 
‘neighborhood of large cities for the purpose of 
sppplying the market with fresh fruits at a mod- 
erate price, at times out of season. 

Sptenpip Grapes. To show our grape grow- 
ers how much yet remains fur them to accomplish, 
and also to show them what has been done by cul- 
tivators on the other side of the water, we copy 
the weight of some of the bunches of grapes ex- 
hibited at the recent International Horticultural 
Show held in Ejinburg, in the early part of Sep- 
tember, viz.: Trebbians, 12 ibs. 94 oz; Syrian, 9 
lbs. 6402; Barbarossa, 10 Ibs. 15 oz; Hamburg, 
4 lbs. 12 oz ; White Nice, 11 lbs ; Child of Hale, 
8 lbs. 10 0z. The heaviest bunch exhibited at 
the annual show of the Massachusetts Horticul- 
tural Society, which was of the Barbarossa varie- 
ty weighed about five pounds. 

Srrawperaies. Ia proof of the assertion that 
‘‘ignorance and error in regard to fruit and fruit 
culture, still prevail to a discouraging extent,’’ 
the editor states that the varieties of strawberries 
known as ‘*Russell’s Prolific’ and the ‘* Buffalo,”’ 
are one and the same sort, and that the two are 
identical with ‘‘McAvoy’s Superior,”* a variety 
well known in the West some years ago. 

Tue Heata a Native Piant. The true Scotch 
heather, (Ca/luna vu'garis,) is found indigenous 
in Massachusetts, Nova Scotia, Cape Breton and 
Newfoundland, but is extremely local in its dis- 
tribution, and is in fact one of the rarest plants 
upon this continent. In 1861 it was discovered 
in Tewksbury mos3, and in 1864 it was found at 
Cape Breton, N.S. 

Five Pears. Me. Hovey in his notice of the 
fine pears on exhibition at the late exhibition of 
the Massachusetts Horticaltural Society says :— 
**Duchesse pears weighed 24 ounces each, and 
twelve Birtlett’s weighsd just 10 Ibs.” J. H. 
Clapp, E.q , of this city, is one of our most suc- 
cessful amateur caltivators of choice fruits, in- 
cludiog pears, grapes, &o., and although his op- 
portunity for their culture is confined to a some- 
what limited city girden, it shows what can be 
done upon a very small plat of ground, where one 
has a love for the pursuit. Upon one tree, he 
this year raised twenty-eight pears of the Du- 
chesse d’Angouleme variety, whi¢h weighed twen- 
ty pounds. One of them weighed something over 
a pound, and several were nearly as heavy. We 
chronicle his success with great pleasure.

There ig the profoundest ignorance possible on the 
habits, and even on the knowledge of the most 
common destructive invects. Few persons know 
the curculio, still fewer tne apple moth which 
produces the borer. The larva of a harmless in- 
sect ig looked upon with horror, and the horn in 
its tail is regarded asa terrible sting, and per- 
sons are reported as having been stung to death 
by it, who happened to touch it, when it is gen- 
erally the most harmless thing in the world, with- 
ont any means of defence whatever. Any per- 
son may receive the Entomologist regularly by 
sending twelve cents in stamps to pay the postage 
for one year.

Don’t Emigrate to the West. 








Messrs. Epirors :—In Maine, life may be bet- 
ter enj»yed than in the West. Here is the com- 
bined wealth, not of farm only, but also of for- 
est, ovean, river, water- powers, and manufactory. 
A desirable Western location near schools, stores, 
churches, post office, blacksmiths, carpenters and 
other shops, will cost a sum suffivient for an in- 
dependence in Maine, and is above the reach of 
those of moderate means. Such, to get cheap 
lands in the West, must go away from the vicin- 
ity of towns and their conveniences, and also 
away from near neighbors, and probably miles 
from woodland, and take wild land withouta stick 
of timber to erect buildings and fences or fur fuel 

Timber and wood must be bought and hauled, a 
team paid fur, buildings erected, fences made, 
seed and farming tools purchased, household 
furniture bou.ht, (pretty expensive) stock pro- 
cured to commence with, and the settler and fam- 
ily subsisted fur a long time before anything can 
be raised, not to sell. but even for his own con- 
sumption. These will exhaust a considerable sum 
of money, even if doctor's bills are escaped. 
Materials being expensive, even poor buildings 
will be quite costly. Log houses waste too much 
wood. Therefure the best resource is to cover 
both walls and rvof with thin pieces of split wood 
like barrel staves. Even these cost high. He 
can at best build but a rude house, for he must 
be at work on his land. Altogether, he makes 
himeelf a slave for many years, perhaps for life, 
for these loads are not easily borve by one of mod- 
erate means. It is seldum that he ever gets a 
house a8 comfortable as that of an ordinary Maine 
farmer. He frequently loses largely of bis crops 
by depredations of cattle for want of wood for 
fencing. When he bas succeeded in raising a 
crop of corn or wheat, it isso far from market 
that the time he necessarily spends io hauling it 
there, subtracts largely from its value. This 
must be, for the land near a railroad station or 
town, is held at so extravagant prices as to be un- 
purchasable by ordinary emigrants. 

In much of the West are nv good water-powers, 
and steam is a very expensive substitute, when 
in some parts of Maine, by water-power, lumber 
was profitably sawed at an expense of from $2 50 
wo $3 per thousand. [ have kuowa It difficuls to 
do sv in the West, by steam, at from $7.50 to 
$15 per thousand. 

Then the want of snow, and excessive mud, 
renders not only moving lumber very expensive 
and slow in much ot Iilinvis, Iowa, Muissvuri, 
[ndiana and Kentucky, but all travelling and even 
walking about, very unpleasant. Our ssuw which 
lies on the ground months, and makes g od sleigh- 
ing, is preferable to their alternate snows and 
thaws and mud, and our steady cold is better than 
their prevailing winds and sudden changes. La 
latitude 39°, in the West, [ have seen the mer- 
eury at 40° below zero, (Fahrenheit) aud the 
wind blowing a gale. Was the like ever seen in 
Maine? Here all classes ride in light vebicles 
over good roads la the West pouple often go to 
meeting, visiting or shopping, in their heavy two 
horse farm wagons, such as we haul lumber in

Garden Fruits. 








‘*] have no time to raise strawberries, nor ma- 
nure to waste on them,’’ says the farmer who 
runs over his ground. Such men always seem to 
be working hard, and don’t accomplish much,— 
their families subsisting on the coarser varieties 
of food, having none of those palatable delicacies 
which seem to take off the rough edge of man, 
which is apt to show itself after fioishing a meal 
of the coarser kind. If that man will, after the 
third hoeing of his corn, set out on the side of 
each bill of corn a strawberry plant, on one acre, 
he will find for two years that he is the possessor 
of a fine bed, which will yield him more profit 
than ten acres of his corn. If he will fix upa 
piece of ground in first-rate order, spend one day 
in setting out pears, cherries, and a few of the 
early summer varieties of apple trees, together 
with some currant and gooseberry bushes, then 
take care of them, there will seem to be an 
improvement in the house, with the good house- 
wife and the daughters, when the trees, &., be- 
gin to bear; first it will begin to creep into his 
stupid head, that it is more pleasant to come to 
meals than heretofure. Iam not much of a gar- 
dener, nor had much experience, but will relate 
some of mine. A kind neighbor invited me to 
ride out with him to a nursery, where he was to 
procure, not select, a load of apple, pear, and 
cherry trees. While he was trading with the 
nursery man, I selected two pear trees. On his 
return home, he drove into the garden, dumped 
off the load, while myself, with a hired m:n were 
preparing the hole to set ours in, by mixing the 
surrounding soils with stimulants, loosening, &z. 
His was finished and left, with the remark that 
we were slow. His course of cultivatiag is well 
explained by remarking the setting out. Now 
fur the result.

Fortunes Suok in Farming. 

J. J. Thomas knows a farmer over sixty years 
old, who has worked hard for more than forty 
years. He began with a good one hundred and 
fifty acre farm given him, but subject to an in- 
cumbrance of about one-third its value. This 
was a good start. He is, after a lapse of forty 
years, still in debt. He is temperate ; had he 
not been, his farm would have gone long ago. 
He has worked hard ; had he not, he must have 
failed. le has been economical, in its common 
meaning, or he never could have kept even with 
his creditors. What, then, has kept him back 
in the world? Mr. Thomas has been figuring up, 
and finds that he has virtually sunk three good 
estates by want of management. 

lst. In wintering cattle and sheep. He kept, 
generally, about twenty cattle and one hundred 
sheep. The cattle trod about three tons of hay 
under fuot each year, and consumed one-half a 
ton each extra by exposure to the winds, in all 
thirteen tons, worth $91. The exposure of cat- 
tie and calves reduced their size and market value 
one-tbird—annual increase, six head, and average 
value lost, $8 each—$48. Ten per cent. of his 
sheep and lambs were lost for want of shelter, 
and the clip was diminished twenty-five per cent. 
from the same cause—total loss on sheep, per 
annum $50. The whole yearly loss on cattle and 
sheep, was, therefore, $189. In forty years this 
annual Joss, with compound interest, would 
amount to $35,000. ‘This one fortune had been 
| sunk. 

21. In a want of good rotation of crops. He 
raised wheat after wheat, oats after oats, and 
corn after corn, becanse the stubble was most 
easily ploughed. till his land was exhausted—fall 
of weeds. The crops as a whole, scarcely paid 
his labor. A good rotation would have safely 
given him one-third more, which would bave heen 
a clear gain, on an average, of at least $5 an 
acre on fifty acres, yearly—total $250 a year. 
This loss repeated forty years. and interest, would 
amount to more than $50,000. This was the 
second fortune sunk. 

3d. In raising crops of weeds. Some of his 
pasture fields had a heavier growth of malleins, 
rag-weed, Johnswort and thistles, than of grass ;

|grow them. On fifty acres of pasture, at least 
$2each were yearly wasted, tu say nothing of 
‘the loss of grain by the Canada thistle patches, 
in retarding growth and preventing clean harvest- 
| ing, and his greatly diminished crop of corn by 
| fux-tail and pig-weed. The annual loss from 
weeds was, ther- fore, at least $100, the amount 
of which, with interest, in forty years would be

This, however, is now known to be erroneous, 
since the Indian Summer is far too extensive or 
wide-spread, covering, us it does, our entire con- 
tinent, to be caused by any such fires in the wood. 
Our Indian Summer is, in my opinion, produced 
by the joint action of the gases now (November) 
evolving from our decaying vegetation, and the 
warm air of our earth—that rise up together in- 
to the atmosphere where they are chilled and con- 
densed by an air colder than their own into visi- 
ble vapors too thin to form either clouds or fogs, 
but thick enough and warm enough to make the 
air over our valleys, and over our hill-sides and 
tops look hazy and so form Indian Sammer. The 
trees are mostly stripped of their remaining fo- 
liage, and the winds rush and howl through their 
naked and bending tops and branches as if threat- 
ening violence to some one after whom they are 
in hot pursuit. Still the temperature of the 
early part of November is sometimes agreeable, 
and sufficiently pleasant for most kinds of out- 
door work. But the mournful sound of the wind 
and the leafless condition of the forests and the 
dull, dark and deadish-like color of the grasses 
and clovers, and the barrenness of the fields in 
—. all combine to render this what, it is in- 

eed mostly styled, a gloomy and dreary month.

How to Leap Anmats.—Cattle, it is said, of 
all descriptions, horses, calves, and sheep, may 
be led by making a slipping noose and fastening 
it to the lower jaw, passing the rope ( which 
must be small ) around the neck and through the 
noose on the jaw. It isa very easy way of lead- 
ing a sheep ; one is not obliged to go behind and 
‘“‘push.’’ After once pulling, the sheep will fol- 
ow right along with no trouble. 





Can I keep a Cow? 

Yes, easily. This is the answer. Mrs. W. 
Cooper, Woodsbury N. J, says: ‘*My lot con- 
tains three-quarters of an acre of a gravelly, clay- 
ey loam ; yielded a fair crop of corn and vegeta- 
bles this year. About one-fifth is taken up with 
the house, yard, grape-arbor, shrubbery, &c., and 
on all the available portions is a thick bed of 
green grass. Now, 1 would like to koow of the 
Uiub, whether by soiling, [ could keep a cow on 
the remainder by sowing half down in orchard 
grass or clover, or whatever, in the opinion of 
the Olub, would he best, and planting a part of 
the other in corn, carrots, &c., for a change of 
food. Would it be best to manure, plow, sow, 
&c., in the Fall of Spring?’’ Indian corn is the 
crop you must depend upon. Plow up all your 
grass this Fall, and plow again every Fall and 
Spring. Sov ae of the ground with rye. Cut 
that for early feed and sow corn. Sow corn upon 
all the ground you can spare for vegetables, for 
Summer and Winter feed: sow turnips and rye 
upon the ground first cut over. Keep two crops 
growing allthe time. Plow in rye, rye stubbles 
and corn stubble fur manure, and also make and 
save all you can and buy more. Keep your cow 
always inthe stable. You cannot even afford her 
yard room, except just enough to give her a sun 
bath every day. You can keepacow and keep 
her well upon three quarters of an acre. It will 
be profitable to buy her some grain, and corn- 
meal is the cheapest. 








The Garden and the Dairy. 





An Address delivered at the North Waldo Agricul- 
tural Fair, October 19, 1865. 


Laprgs AND GenTLemen :—I am fully persuad- 
ed that agriculture, the oldest of all callings, is 
yet in its infancy. In the mechanic arts an al- 
most miraculous advancement and discoveries 
surpassingly wonderful, have been made within 
our own memories. The photographic art, the 
magnetic telegraph and the stcam engine, are but 
a part of these discoveries. [he advancement of 
agriculture has not been so rapid and startling. 
All other sciences are but servants of this. It 
paternally embraces them all, and its progress 
must, from the very nature of the case, slow. 
The climates are many ; the szasons varied ; the 
soils unlike ; the insect tribes destractive ; the 
number and variety of fruits, grains and roots | 
numerous; the breeds of domestic animals are 
required fur many different purposes, and they 
must subsist on many different soils and in a va- 
riety of climates ; the preservation and the right 
application of the various fertilizers, animal, veg- 
etable, mineral and marine, is a subject at once 
subtile and comprebensive. Besides, it is but a 
short time since the component parts of the earth 
we till, were known. The ancients supposed fire, 
air. earth and water were the only elements in 
nature, and until air and water, and the various 
earths were resolved into their ultimate princi- | 
ples, did we hold the key that can alone unlock 
earth's glorious and long hidden mysteries. Be- 
fore this, not only America and the remote parts 
of Asia and Africa were ‘-terra incognita,’’ but 
all the soils of the earth were really unknown 
land to all who looked to them for sustenance. 
In order that agriculture may make the progress 
it should make, there must not be only a few 
experimental stations, as in Germany, but a vast 
number scattered all over the world. Ip these 
riust be the most profound experimentors, and | 
these experiments must extend through a long | 
serics of years, and their results be compiled and | 
compared. 

You perceive, then, that the pursuit you are 
engaged in, requires the keenest perception, the 
calmest judgment, and the closest application of 
any calling on earth. Agriculture is indeed the 
master science, surrounded with difficulties of ap- 
palling magnitude. 


superior to either.) It isa mistaken idea that 
the grape is not euited to our northern climate. 
It is as much a native of our State as the potato 
is of South America, being found growing here 
wild by the first settlers. The northern limit of 
grape culture is not known, but perhaps the earli- 
est kinds can be matured as far north as Indian 
corn ripens. 

Another interesting fact in regard to fruit is, 
that generally, the fartber north any fruit can be 
fully matured the richer it is. Perhapsa better 
specimen of the Delaware grape can be produced 
in Maine, and better wine made from it than in 
New Jersey. The distinguished German manu- 
facturer of wine in Cieaveland, Ohio, declares 
that place, in the northern part of Ohio, on the 
chilly lake shore, isa better location for wine- 
making than Cincinnati in the southern part of 
Ohio. About all we have to fear is the mildew, 
and that appears to have injured the vines in 
Maine much less the past season than those grow- 
ing farther south. 

can by mere description, throw but little 
light on training and pruning the vine. Hadla 
blackboard it might be much better explained. 
The first year, allow but one vine to grow, pinch- 
ing off all side shoots or laterals. The second 
year, allow the two most vigorous shoots to grow 
four feet, or half the distance between the vines, 
and pinch back every thingelse. Just befure the 
ground freezes prune off everything but these two 
vines. They are then, as every year, to be laid 
down upon boughs or boards and covered with 
boughs. The third year these two vines each 
four feet long, are stretched out horizontally and 
confined to the trellis about a foot frem the 
ground. You will, this third year, allow but 
four branches to grow up on the trellis from each 
arm, two of these on each being allowed to at- 
tain the hight of four or five feet, and the other 
two on each arm pinch off at a length of one or 
two feet, and at the final praning just before win- 
ter, cut these two short branches down to within 
one or two buds of the horizontal. This third 
year, and perhaps every succeeding year the ving 
will show a great disposition to overbear, and part 
of the clusters should early in the season be cut 
off. ‘[he fourth year the two long, upright canes 
on each arm bear fruit and the two short ones 
grow canes to the length of four or five feet, 
which are to bear fruit the next year. At the 
fall pruning the two fruit bearing canes are cut 
hack to within an eye or two of the horizontals, 
and after this the process of bearing fruit ani 
growing wood alternates in these upright cancs 
from year to year. A good way to train against 
a house is to allow but one vine to grow about 
eight feet high, and then each fall cut back one 
half of the lateral branches to within an eye or 
two of this parent stock: so that one half of the 
lateral branches would alternately be fruit bear- 
ers and one half wood-growers. 

Bat 4 cultivation of the grape is but a small 
part of garden culture. ‘To the garden we should 
look for food all through the year, but especially 
in the pestilential months of August and Septem- 
ber. Not only our most palatable kinds of food 
come from the garden, but there can be found an- 
tidotes and preventives for the diseases prevalent 
at that time. The cultivation of the currant has 
appeared to me to be less attended to within a few 
years than formerly, but with care it is capable 
of very great improvement. The fruit of the 
new varieties can be grown to be nearly two inch- 
es in circumference. Mr. Goodale in his last re- 
port, in speaking of the black currant, says: **A 
jelly made from it is one of the most successful 
remedies known in bronchitis and other forms of 
sore throat where an astringent is needed.”’ 

He also says, ‘I have never known children to 
be affected with summer complaints while having 
free access to this fruit.’’ Inthe garden should 
be found too, a plentiful supply of the best vari- 
eties of strawberries and raspberries. How much 
better to have a supply of these at hand than to 
wander over fields and pastures after them in the 





But, gentlemen, my object at this time is not 
to treat the subject of agriculture in a general 
manner, but draw your attention to what I be- 
lieve to be the two great and immediate wants of 
this County and State at this time. These are 
better gardens and better dairies. Either of these 
subjects treated in a thoruugh, exhaustive man- 
manner, would more than occupy my ullotted time, 
but [ wish to urge them both upon your attention 
at this time and awaken you to thought, to action. 

In my opinivn, there is scarcely a farm of fifty 
acres within the limits of this society but what | 
may have its real value increased $500 by a few | 
years of well directed attention to its garden, and | 
this, too, without any great outlay of money or | 
time, but simply by the men and women of the | 
household interesting themselves in the garden, | 
and knowing what todo. This is not an over- 
statement, as I will attempt tosbow you. There 
is a part of a cluster of anew grape grown in| 
Concord, N. H , a single vine of which prodaced 





hot sun. Brinkles’ Orange raspberry, besides be- 
ing much larger than the wild variety, very much 
excels it in flavor.. The thimble-berry should al- 
so be cultivated. But in speaking of the garden 
as a source of health, | had in mind particalarly 
the tomato. Onlya few years since this vegeta- 
ble was unknown to us, and now in every well 
regulated househuld it is almost an indispensable 
article of diet the year round. It is one of the 
very best gifts of the garden. The man that can 
so far acclimate this vegetable as to make it ear- 
lier and begin to ripen with but little painstak- 
ing the first of August, would be a public beno- 
factor. [am not sure but the man who could 
present to your Secretary the first peck of ripe 
tomatoes raised by himself would better deserve 
the $50 priz2, than the man who, this afternoon 
shall first bring his horse to the goal. Pears, too, 
seem to require the partial shelter of the garden. 
I bave this fall seen some of the finest epecimens 
of this superior fruit raised within the limits of 


regard to the profit of a dairy, let me make one 
statement which I can vouch for as being correct. 
A few years ago, when butter wag twenty-five 
cents a pound, Deacon Upton, of Dixmont, kept 
four good cows. These cows supplied bis famil 
of four persons with milk, butter and cheese. He 
raised three calves, fed mostly during the firet 
three months on skimmed milk, and he sold’ in 
one year $200 worth of butter and cheese, being. 
$50 for each cow. Now the prices of butter 
and cheese are almost double what they were 
then, and I see but little prospect of their being 
lower. These facts, gentlemen, compel me to 
urge upon your attention the dairy, as being pe- 
culiarly pted to your soil and climate, and . 
better calculated than any other kind of neat 
stock to enrich your impoverished farms. ’ 
If, then, we make the dairy our specialty, 
what breed shall wejselect? All writers and al- 
most all individuals acquainted with them agree 
that the Herefords are in every respect ove & 
calculated for the dairy. This b excels all 
others for beef, and is inferior to all others for 
cows. Among the Durhame there are occasion- 
ally found very good cows, but this is far from 
being the general rule, and even when there is a 
sufficient flow of milk, it is usually inferior in 
quality. Besides the final end of all neat stock 
us beef, and the beef of the Durhams is coarser 
grained than that of any other breed. 

The Devons would be in every respect & most 
desirable breed if they were really good milkers. 
It is claimed for them that they were such “4 4 
nally, and their milking qualities have been in- 
jared by fancy breeders, and that by re 
back fur a series of years towards the origi 
type, we may obtain what we want for the dairy. 
Llowever true this may be I appeal to your own 
experience with the Devons, if, with an increase 
of feed the cows while in milk do not almost in- 
variably take on flesh and fat. If that is the 
case it is impossible for them to be very good for 
butter, for the same food cannot be appropriated 
to two different uses. One can never, without 
some addition, become ¢wo. Had our old native 
cattle been intelligently bred during the last fifty 
years, with special reference to the dairy, it 
would now be, in my opinion, superior to either 
of the three breeds considered. 

There are two breeds of cattle that have from 
time immemorial been bred for the dairy. They 
are the Ayrshires and the Jerseys. The Ayr-

1 must not leave this part of the garden with- 
out giving you some practical directions in regard 
to planting and training grape vines. They 
should be protected on the north or northwest, by 
some tight fence, building, boulder, ledge, or 
side-bill. [f the soil is quite wet it should be 
upderdrained. The soil should be trenched from 
one to two feet deep, and should be enriched with 
about one wheelbarrow lvad of the different kinds 
of manures to each vine, worked into the soil to 
the distance of several feet from the vine. Muck 
and pasture turf should be added, and bones it 
they can be obtained Now procure vines of one 
year’s growth and the best kinds in the country, 
regardiess of expense, and set them out as much 
as eight feet apart. The best kind of grape yet 
proved to be suited to our climate is the Dela- 
ware, a native of New Jersey. An Isabella given 
to you is dearer thana Delaware at $5. The 
Delaware ripens about the 20ch of September, 
and an Isabella about three wecks later. The 
only two grapes that can compete with the Dela- 
ware, are the Iona and Israella, and these have 
aot been proved farther north than Massachasetts. 
Che Iona isa larger grape than the Delaware, 
ripens at the same time and is sxid to be fully 
equal to it in flavoe. It is probably the best 
zrape grown in this country. To this grane was 
wwarded the Greeley prize of $100. The Israella 
‘8 a large purple grape and ripens a week earlier 
shan the Delaware. It isa good raisin grape and 
zood to keep, and on account of its ripening so 
vatly, may yet prove to be a very valuable grape 
or our climate.

We will now pass to the second division of my 
subject. Neat stock are kept for three purposes : 
for draft, for beef, and fur the dairy. t us con- 
sider which of these three objects should chiefly 
claim our attention. 


Within the last thirty years a great change 
has taken place with us in regard to the need and 
use of oxen fur draft. Then there was a large 
demand for lumbering, now scarcely any. Then 
they were needed in clearing land and in prepar- 
ing new, rough land for tillage. Now horses are 
every year doing more and more of the work for- 
merly done by oxen, and as weare many of us 
obliged to keep a horee team for our mowing ma- 
chines, the same team can do all the other work. 
Growing cattle for beef belongs rather to the vast 
corn-producing and corn-feeding prairies of the 
West than to us. In raising cattle solely for 
beef we cannot compete with them. Oa the oth- 
er band, the prairies and the Gulf States are not 
considered 80 for the dairy as the Eastern and 
Middle States, and the lake shore of Ohio. The 
dairy, therefore, rater than beef or draft-oxen 
should now be our leading end and aim in raising 
stock, and as the country grows older, the truth 
of this position will be more and more apparent. 

But, says some one, with oxen at from two to 
three hundred dolJars a yoke we cannot affurd to 
raise cows. In reply 1 will say that some extra 
cows are as bigh priced as the heaviest oxen. [ 
have known $150, $175, and even $200, refused 
during the past summer for such cows. Mr. 
Batman of Piymouth, has a full blooded Jersey 
cow that could not be purchased for less than 
$200. A great mistaxe is often made ia esti- 
mating the relative cost of raising cows and 
oxen. Heifers should come in at two years old, 
and heifers of the right breed will do it, and af- 
ter that they are paying us a profit. On the 
other hand, these large fancy steers, from the 
spring when they are two years old to the spring 
when they ure four years old, usually earn but 
little, and the cost of keeping is at least $30 or 
$40 a year each. Suppose then, the heifer that 
came in at two years old only pays for her keep- 
ing from two to four, and at four years old is 
worth only $60, the steer at the same in or- 
iy be equally profitable must be worth about 
$130. 

Another source of profit from cows too often 
lost sight of, is the additional quantity of ma- 
nure obtained from them by our being able to 
keep a larger number of swine, and by so doing 
adding largely to the compost heap. Thus, 
while steers and oxen, so far ag manure is con- 





cegard to their merite—some think the Delaware 
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shires give a larger quantity of milk of fair qaal- 
ity, the Jerseys give a small peg of very 
rich milk,—eo rich that a pound of batter has 
frequently been obtained from four quarts of 
milk. The Ayrshires are best for market milk- 
men and for cheese-making. The Jerseys are 
best for butter. Both breeds are hardy, yet 
give good credit for generous keeping. Both are 
gentle and peaceable. The cows of both breeds 
fatten easily when dry, and make fine-grained, 
tender beef. 

The question now comes, how shall we obtain 
the breed we want for dairy cows? Shall we 
take the Ayrshire pure, or the pure Jersey, or a 
cross of these two, or shall we cross one of these 
breeds with our common mixed breed? If we 
lived in the vicinity of a milk-market, and quan- 
tity was our main object, the pure Ayrshires are 
unquestionably the best breed. But with us 
butter is the main object. We make cheese onl 

in the hottest weather. We can most easily an 

with less expense engraft some breed on our 
common stock. Our cows as a class are deficient 
in four points: First, they do not come in early 
enough by a year,—usually coming in at three 
years old. Second, they go dry too long before 


calving. Third, their milk is not rich enough. 
Fourth, the milk is of too pale color. In all 
these the Jerseys excel. They almost 


invariably come in at two years old. They give 
milk nearly up to the time of calving. Their 
milk is exceedingly rich and the butter made 
from it of the best color. Now as this breed is 
in excess in those very points where our cows are 
deficient, it seems to be best suited to cross with 
them. Were I to attempt just what I should 
like in the dairy line it would be a cross of the 
Jerseys and Ayrshires. Such a cross is now 

ing on in the vicinity of St. John, N. B., but I 
am not able to say how successful it has proved. 
In a letter dated Sept. 2lst, the Hon. 8. F. Per- 
ley, of Naples, late President of our Board of Ag- 
riculture, in speaking of this, says: ‘I have one 
cow, one-fourth Jersey and three-fourths Ayr- 
shire, purchased in St. John, N. B., four years 
ago, now seven years old, which is, I think, m 
best cow, all things considered. I have so muc 
faith in the cross that I am now crossing a Jersey 
bull apon my full blood Ayrshires, hoping by 
this to secure a good quantity of milk, and at the 
same time retain the rich Lem | (in some di 

at least,) of the Jersey. This 1 am induced to 
do for the reason that my dairy is not wholly 
given to either cheese or butter, 80 I aim to obtein 
cows good for either purpose. * * * Werel 
to make cheese-dairying an exclusive business 
still [should wish for aa infusion of Jersey in 
my herd, sufficient to give the rich color without 
using annotta, and securing also a more creamy 
cheese.’’ 

Perbaps few men in this State are so well qual- 
ified by ubservation, expericnce and natural taste, 
to give an opinion on this subject, as Mr. Perley. 
n all crosses it is very difficult to establish an 
intermediate breed haviog permanent traits, uni- 
form characteristics. They are continually or re- 
verting back to their original types. The cross 
can only be established as a distinct breed after 
a long series of years. But in the case of a cross 
between the Jersey and Ayrshire, an inclination 
in the progeny toward either parentage would 
not materially injare it for dairy purposes. 

Let us have whatever breed we may, we can- 
not have a good dairy without careful feeding. 
We can never obtain something from nothing. 
An abundance of green fodder should be given 
cows when the pastures fail in August and Sep- 
tember, and some roots should be given them 
with their hay in the winter. 

I fully believe that the profit of our dairies by 
careful \etoding and careful feeding, can easily 
be doubled. Yuu must recollect that the net 
profit comes almost wholly from your good cows, 
not from your poor ones. IfLam right in this 
position, this improvement alone would do much 
towards relieving you of your whole war debt. 

In conclusion I will speak briefly of a subject 
not in connection with the proeding, but much 
in the thoughts and conversation of farmers and 
to which my attention has been called by one of 
your, members. It is this: why it is that asa 
class we are not as much respected ag mercantilo 
and professional men? Farmers o imagine 
that it is on account of their tanned faces, dusty 
and coarse garments, and hardened hands. 

But this iva mistake.. The dress that is the 
best suited to one’s employment brings one the 
most respect in the opinion of all sensible men ; 
the hardened hands of the inéeligent laboring 
man can now be held up with honor in the pres- 
ence of Kings and Princes. 


The truth is, however humiliating it may be 
to us, we as a clase are jast as much res as 
we deserve. This is true of class in the 


community; they all in a long run find their 
exact level as much as water does, Individuals, 
as in the case of frothy politicians or successful 
military chieftains, may startle us by rising eud- 
denly to a metioric eminence, but it ie not so 
with classes. We should not desire respeet and 
honor nor seek ditectly for them. We should 
desire rather by our intellectual and moral worth 
to deserve these. It rests with you a8 individuals, 
and a class whether you will take rank with the 
poor whstes, the dirt-eaters of the South, or with 
the best classes of the North. The head must 
work as well as the hand. All the powers God 
bas given us must be used and improved. 

Even now some of the best minds of Germany 
are given wholly to agriqaitaral investigations, 
and they take the first rank. The es ment 
of Agricultural Colleges allover Burope and our 
own country heralds the down of a new and « 
brighter era. An era wherein worth and usefal-

‘The theologian goes to the 
ewspaper to combat some error or to enforce 
ome doctrine or duty. The scientific man pre- 
ents his newly discovered truths to the editor of 
, paper who is glad to receive them because he 
‘nows that he has readers who can comprehend 
\is views. All the laws of nature and of art are 
reely lavished upon the popular mind through 
he periodical press. So accustomed have men 
vecome to the opinions of their paper, that they 
hape their own opinions almost unconsciously by 
ts articles. Men can find papers suited to their 
astes a8 well as to their mental calibre. 

Perhaps no class of papers had more and strong- 
r prejudices to overcome than the agricultural 
yapers when first started. Sv unaccustomad were 
armers to discussion in print that they would ill 
rook anything different from the routine of ages.

Not a single pa- 
per can be opened which does not contain food 
or thought and knowledge of real value. The 
nan who takes no newspaper at the present day 
s shut out from the great family of man as an 
yutcast. He is a representative of the past rather 
‘han of the present age. We have witnessed not 
1 few amusing instances of tricks played upon 
men who failed to be posted up in prices current. 
In fact we were led to write this article by learn- 
ng of aman who sold another a yoke of oxen 
and was then laughed at by him for not knowing 
heir market price. He did not take a paper and 
probably never will. We recall an amusing in- 
tance during the rapid rise of cotton goods, 
when on a single day it bounded upward eight 
yr ten cents ona yard. A clerk ina store read 
yver the price current and saw the change, 
stepped into another store under pretence of buy- 
ing a pair of shirts, when he succeeded in pur- 
chasing several webs of cloth at the old price. It 
was too late when the seller thought it took an 
awful sight of cloth to make Sam a pair of shirts. 

So important has the newspaper become that 
men miss its regular arrival as they would miss 
their meals, An uneasy sensation comes over 
them which is not satisfied by any substitute 
Three hundred years have passed since the firet 
newspaper was published.

Tue Crops or 1865. Isaac Newton, the Com. 
miesioner on Agriculture, in his report for Oct- 
ober, says the threshing of the wheat has shown 
that the injuries from wet weather were over-es- 
timated in the report for August. The returns 
for wheat crops, in quantity and quality, showed 
that there wasa deficit of 26.241,698 bushels, 
but the estimates now made, which are final, ex- 
hibit the decrease under last year's crop in quan- 
tity to be 12,172,994 bushels. The increase in 
the oat crop in 1865 is nearly 50,000,000 bushels, 
and of the hay crop of 5,000,000 tons. The ta- 
bles exhibit the fall crops as most abundant 
That of corn is all that could be desired. It wil; 
be the largest ever grown in the United States, 
so that plenty of cereal food will bless the coun- 
try and the labors of the farmer. The corn crop 
is equally good in the southern states, and as 
the planting there is much greater than ordinary 
that section can consume only a portion of the 
amount grown. It can, therefore, the Commis- 
sioner says, devote the next cfop of the season 
to a greater production of cotton.

We have seen no mention 
in any of the journals, of the brilliant meteor, 
which was observable on the evening of Friday, 
Oct. 20th, and not having witnessed it ourselves 
are unable to say much concerning it.

A rough gallows had been erected in 
the corner of the yard, on the platform of which 
stood four sentries of the Veteran Reserve Corps. 

Wirz was in his cell attended by Fathers Boyle 
and Wigget, of the Roman Catholic Caureh.— 
Last night he ate a hearty oyster supper, and 
then went to sleep, reposing quietly until he 
awoxe about three o'clock this morning He 
then wrote his farewell to his wife, and made 
sume statements about his connection with the 
rebellion, avowing that he had maltreated pris- 
oners in accordance with orders from superior 
officers, but solemnly asserting that he had never 
kitled any one or perpetrated the cruel acts 
ascribed to him. 

Oa Thursday, he received a letter from his 
wife, dated Cadiz, Ky , in which she used the 
most affectionate language, and expresses the 
hope that they then were seeing their darkest 
hour. She urged him to cheer up and prepar 
for the worst, but is satisfied that if the govern- 
ment knew how much anguish they had suffvred 
he would not be condemned to death. She also 
states that she intends with her children to go to 
his people in Europe. 

At half-past nine the preparations for the exe- 
cution were made. Wirz was attired in a long 
robe or shroud of black cambric, and an attempt 
was made to handcuff his wrists, but his right 
arm was so swollen that the iron could not be 
fastened without giving him pain.

His 
lung, black hair was brushed smoothly down his 
head, showing a high forehead. His beard and 
moustache were full, almost concealing the ex- 
pression of his face, and his cunning eyes twink- 
led with a defiant expression of apparent indif- 
ference. 

On reaching the gallows he ascended the steps 
with alacrity and seated himself in a chair placed 
upon the drop. Father Boyle, from whom he 
had received the sacrament, stood at his right 
hand, holding asmall crucifix, and at his left 
hand stood Father Wigget. 

Major Russell then read in a clear voice, the 
long charges and specifications in which the name 
of Jeff Davis was included. Wirz listened to 
the tedious document with attention, nodding as- 
sent to sume portions and shaking his head neg- 
atively when other sections were being read. 
Father Boyle would occasionally present the 
crucifix to him as if to strengthen him for the 
coming struggle by hopes of divine forgiveness. 

At last the reading of the charges, the speci- 
fications, the finding of the Court and the Presi- 


;|dent’s approval of the sentence had been com- 


pleted, and Major Russell, turaing toward the 


°/ criminal asked him if he had any remurks to 


make. He replied in an unconcerned tone that 
he had no wish tosay anything to the public. 
To the Major he would say that he died innocent. 
He had bat once to die; his hope was in the 
future 

Major Russell then shook hands with him, re- 
ceiving bis thanks for courteous treatment. The 
priests bade him farewell, with words of consola- 
tion and retired He stood erect —. the drop. 
[he hangmen pinioned his arms and feet, adjust- 
ed the fatal novse and put on the black cap. 
Then commenced unearthly yells from those out- 
side of the prison yard, as if execrating the per- 
petrator of atrocious cruelties. Major Russell 
raised his cap—the drop fell—Henry Wirz, with 
a sudden plunge, was hanged bp the neck until 
he was ‘dead, dead, dead,’’ and may God have 
mercy upon his soul 

It was seven minutes after the drop fell before 
the convulsive movements of the body ceased, and 
the subs quent surgical examinatiun showed that 
his neck was not broken. 

Alter hanging fifteen minutes the body was tak- 
en and carried into the dead room, where it was 
placed io a coffia and entrusted to Father Buyle. 
Che body is to be deposited in the vault of the 
Catholic Cemetery until the wishes of Mrs. Wirz 
concerning it can be made known. 

Such has been the termination of the earthly 
career of another saguinary agent of the slave 
power. 





Tue Cuorera in New York. No cases of chol 
era have occurred in New York, except on board 
the emigrant steamer, where the disease at first 
made its appearance.

16 can be punished as such. About the first of 
October last—President Jubnson addressed a let- 
ter tu Chief Justice Chase, informing him that it 
might become necessary for the Government to 
prosecute some high crimes and misdemeanors 
committed against the United States within the 
District of Virginia (Chief Justice Chase's cir- 
cait,) avd inquiring whether the Circuit Court 
of the United States for that District is so far 
organized and in condition to exercise its fune- 
tions, that the Chief Justice, or either of the As- 
sociate Justices of the Supreme Court, would 
hold a term of the Circuit Uvurt there during the 
autumn or early winter, tor the trial of causes. 
About the middle of October Cnief Justice Chase 
replied to the President's letter. He positively 
stated that hig Circuit Court for the District of 
Virginia, either to be presided over by himself or 
one uf his assuciates, woutd not hold a term dur- 
ing the autumn or early winter. He states that 
the regular term authorized by Congress would 
commence this year on the 27th of Nuvember, 
(the present mouth) only one week before the 
anoual term of the Supreme Court, when all the 
Judges are required to be present, allowing but 
one week for the Circuit Court to set, which, in 
the opinion of the Chief Justice, would be too 
short a term for the transaction of any very im- 
portant business. But the Chief Justice adds 
that, were the facts otherwise, he so much doubts 
the propriety of holding Circuit Courts of the 
United States in States which have been declared 
by the Executive ana Legislative Departments of 
the natiunal government to be in rebellion, and 
therefore subjected to martial law before the com- 
plete restoration of their broken relations with 
the nation, and the supersedure of the military 
by the civil administration, that he would be un- 
willing to hold such courts in such States within 
his circuit, which includes Virginia, until Oon- 
gress shall have an opportunity to consider and 
act on the whole subject. The Chief Justice ex- 
pressed to the President the opinion that a civil 
court in a district uuder martial law can only act 
by the sanction and under the supervision of the 
military power, and he positively asserts that he 
could not think that it becomes the Justice of the 
Supreme Court to exercise jurisdiction under 
such conditions. 





Tue Ixsurrecrion In Jamaica. A correspon- 
dent of the New York Times gives the following 
account of the origin of the disturbances in Ja- 
maica, of the progress of the insurrectiun and the 
atrocities committed by the insurgents) The 
scene of the troubles is around Morante Bay, the 
portion of the island nearest Hayti. The begin- 
ning of the outbreak is thus described : 


“On October 7th ultimo, there having been| 
previous trouble at Morante Bay, between some | 
sailors and the police, arrests were made, some) 
of which greatly excited the people, who over- 
powered the police, bound them and held them as 
hostages. About three hundred armed themselves | 
and held secret meetings, which facts coming tw | 
the knowledge of the Governor, he sent to Span- 
ish Town and to Bath fora company of volun- 
teers, who arrived on the llih, which was the! 
day before the sessions. All was tranquil till 3 
o’clock, and the magistrates were about to retire 
for refreshments, when a cry of women was 
heard: **There the people are coming.’’ From 
the windows of the Court House could be per- 
ceived a furious mob of four or five hundred per- 
sons rushing down the main street to the Pulice 
station. Io they rushed, seized the guns, swords 
and powder, and triamphantly hurried on to the 
Court Huuse.. The local mgistrate caught up 
the *Riot Act,’ which he read amidst a swrm of 
stones and bricks; the volunteers were ordered 
to fire, and when the smoke rolled away, several 
of the rioters were seen dead or wounded. 

Then came a momentary pause, when the mob 
rushed furiously on the handful of volunteers, 
who fought bravely. Over the railing climbed 
the assailants and an obstinate effort was mide 
to break open the door [a the meantime the 
volunteers had succeeded in retreating iatw the 
building and set to work to barricade it, trying 
to save the portrait of Sir Charles Metcalf from 
the confiagration, with which the edifice and 
school house were threatened. Every soldier who 
looked out of the windows was received with bul- 
lets, which he returned. The school house was 
soon in flames but the wind for a time saved the 
Court House. Two of the magistrates who tried 
to escape through a window were at once killed 
by the besiegers. In this contusion each mem- 
ber of the court tried to escape as he coud = All 
took refuge in the furt, when it was discovered 
that the few volunteers who defended it had been 
overcome. The roof was now on fire. At the 
request of Rev. Mr. Lerschel a prayer was offer- 
edup Scarcely was it concluded when the bul- 
lets came dashing through the windows, wound- 
ing the stipendiary magistrate, the Hon. Mr. 
Georges, anu a child of the inspector. 

Down came the roof, and to leave the place 
was imperative. Mr. M’Commark was dashed to 
pieces against a cannon lying on the steps. An- 
vther rushed out with a sword, whilst the mob 
shouted, ** Now we have the Baron, kill him ! kill 
him !"’ and loud shouts announced their satisfied 
vengeance. Others perished, and after having 
mutilated the [nspector, they were going to kill 
his child, but some woman succeeded in saving it. 
The tongue of the clegyman was cut out, and the 
Baron's fiagere were similarly treated The vol- 
unteers fought well and dearly sold their lives 
Not New Zealanders or Indians could have shown 
more cruel ferocity than the insurgents. 

The storm of riot then rashed on to the Dis- 
trict of the Valley, and news of the atrocities 
th-re committed soon arrived. Great numbers of 
refugees had arrived at Kingston. 

In Hordley the Government bouse was attacked 
In it a number of women and children had 
suught a refuge. The inhabitants at once armed 
themselves with revolvers and other weapons, 
boldly withstood the rioters, and killing some, 
had succeeded in holding the others at bay. 
From that locality the following dispatch was 
received by the Governor: ‘The rebellion increas- 
es The Court House is in flames The woman 
are in the Government House Help—troops ! 
A gun-hoat can lie off Hulland Bay. Do not 
lose tims !"” 

Troops were at once sent to the scene of con- 
fusion, and reinforcements as rapidly as possible, 
while the Governor hurried to the spot. Three 
hundred soldiers of the Sixth Royals arrived at 
Kingston from Neweastle, while the inhabitants 
of that place was being rapidly enrolled as vol- 
unteers, a troop of volunteer cavalry baving al- 
ready left for Rock Fort. As the Wolverine 
steamed out of Morante Bay, it met the Ardent, 
from Nassua, and directed her to proceed at once 
to Barbadors for troops. 

Forty of the insurgents have already been 
banged, and so bas the policemen who favored 
the escape of the rebel leader, Paul Boyle. This 
latter has surprised most who knew him, for he 
was always considered as pacific and jovial in his 
character. Of another leader, Grant, it is also 
said he was always very sensible and one of the 
supporters of the acta of the local committee of 
which he was a member. 

Geo OU'Oornor writes that Capt. Luke 
marched a Port Morante, expecting to find 
the rebels in force but found no opposition. A 
gunboat, however, founda mob of 800, mostly

Tae Novemser Exscrions. Elections were 
held on Tuesday last in the States of Massachu- 
setts, New York, New Jersey, Maryland, Minne- 
sota, Wisconsin, Illinois, Alabama, and on Fri- 
day in North Carolina. 

Massachasetts was carried by a Republican 
majority for Governor, estimated at 50,000. The 
Legislature stands in the Senate 39 to 1, and in 
the House 220 to 20. Gen. Banks is elected to 
Congress by nearly 6000 majority. 

New York has elected the Republican State 
ticket by a majority of about 30,000, a gain of 
over 20,000 from last year. The Republicans 
have also elected an increased majority of the 
members of the Legislature. 

New Jersey has elected a Republican Governor 
and State officers by a majority of 3000 to 5000, 
and securing the Legislature in both branches. 
This makes certain the ratification of the Consti- 
tutional Amendment abolishing slavéry and the 
gain of a U. S. Senator. 

Maryland held an election to fill existing va- 
cancies in Congressional, Legislative and Jadicial 
districts. The Union ticket was successful in 
nearly every county in the State. 

Minnesota elected Republican State officers by 
a large majority. The Unionists of this Srate 
stand unequivocally ona platform of impartial 
suffrage. 

Wisconsin elects a Republican Governor by 
5000 to 10,000 majority. The result of the vote 
on negro suffrage is doubtful. 

Illinois shows a majority for the Republican 
ticket of 10,000 to 15,000 majority. 

Alabama elected a Guvernor, members of Con- 
gress and a State Legislature. The result is not 
yet known. 

North Carolina is reported to have elected 
Worth, the Secession Union candidate, by 5000 
to 10,000 majority. From present indications 
all the ultra Union men are beaten for Cungress ; 
that none will be elected who can take the oath. 








Tue Carrie PLacve in Encitanp. The London 
correspondent of the New York Tribune, writes 
Oct 21:

The Globe be- 
lieves the Earl of Clarendon will take the For- 
eign Office. 

Publ opinion generally favors Evrl Russell, 
except the Times, which favored Gladstone, but 
has rather veered round, making it appear that 
the only reason and necessity for Russell’s ap- 
pointment was that Eagland had still to settle 
affairs with America to mutual satisfaction, and 
he was well posted on the subject and had a re- 
putation to lose by base compliance or a needless 
war. Viewed in this light he was necessary 

The correspondent of the Times reiterates that 
Mr. Seward did “send a dispatch to the French 
Government. The African project was thought 
of, but owing to an insurrection in Z suden, the 
troops could not be spared, so the project fell 
through. The Times thinks that if America 
had reason to think such a scheme had been pro- 
posed, she was fully justified in remontrating 
Apart from the introductiou of Musselmen troops 
into Mexico, America had no just complaint 
against France. It is quite certain that the oc- 
cupation is temporary and solely directed to the 
mainteaance of Maximilian’s throne. 

Austria and Prussia have addressed a severe 
remonstrance to the Senate of Frankfort against 
agitation and the coarse attacks on the two prio- 
cipal German powers, and threatxf the Mayor 
and Senate with intervention should further 
meetings of delegates be permitted 

Tne cholera had entirely disappeared from 
Barcelona, Valencia and the Baliaro Islands At 
Madrid 50 cases occurred on the 23d, of which 
32 were fatal. 

TWO DAYS LATER. 

The steamship Cuha from Liverpool Oct 28th 
and Queenstown 29th, arrived at Halifax Nov, 
7th. 

Lord Palmerston was buried in state at West- 
minister Abbey on the 27th. The Queen, Cab- 
inet, Parliament and the Diplomatic body were 
largely represented. Immense crowds thronged 
the streets through which the funeral proces- 
sion passed. 

The Times accepts the reconstructed Cabinet 
as a necessity, and says it has some genius and a 
great deal of political experience, but regrets that 
it should be necessary to recur to politicians 
more than seventy vearg old. [t¢ would rather 
have another Premier, but is content to admit 
for a time that Earl Russell is inevitable. The 
Premier, it declares, should be chosen from the 
Commons, especially when so many members of 
the Ministry are Peers. 1t does not look upon 
the arrangement as long lived; the State wants 
new blood. 

The Advertiser thinks Earl Russell's Ministry 
may be suffered to exist, and that will be all, un- 
til the meeting of Parliament. 

Arrests were being still made of supposed 
Fenians on the arrival of American steamers at 
Queenstown. A passenger by the steamship City 
ot Limerick, fron New York named Alfred M 
Williams, who stated that he was connected with 
the Tribune, was arrested. 

{t is reported that the cattle disease is abating 
in London. 

The departure of the French Court for Com- 
peigne has been postponed, the Emperor and Em- 
press having determined not to leave Paris until 
after the entire disappearance of the cholera. 

The Frankfort Senate has addressed an identi- 
cal note to the great German Powers, energeti- 
cally rejecting the demands made upon it. The 
Senate cites the Federal Constitution, which al- 
lows no member of the German Confederativn 
arbitrary intervention into the sovereign rights 
of other German States.

LETTIE PIERCE’S STORY. 


Old Herbert, the drunkard! how well I re- 
member him! We called him old, but his was not 
tbe old age which, like the calm evening of sum- 
ner, succeeds the noon of life with the temperate 
ind virtuous.
